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HOUSING

We might look to the factor of 
Housing, and see wherein it 
weaves its deleterious effect 
not only on the Negro, but on 
every citizen of New York. Cone 
gestion of population,in itself 
is known to promote numerous 
evils. ‘Then that congestion is 
in turn forced by a lack of ope 
portunity to move from the given 
area, and coupled with re ng 
high rents and low incomés, it 
becomes more involved, That is 
Harlorie 

Negroes brought up from the 
South by unscrupulous politie 
cians or manufacturers, or led 
by tales of opportunity in 
the wealthiest city in the world 
are made to live in homes 6ne 
tirely unsuited for their house 
ing needs. The one-time fashe 
ionablie. brownstone houses for 
oné-family occupancy, aro con« 
verted into dwellings for many 
familiess poorly-lignted and 
vermmineinfested, they house two 
or three in order to nest rent 
problems which are overeprosent, 


The average family pays from 
forty to fifty percent of its 
income each month for a few 
dingy rooms, gratefully called 
"home". Tho flophouse, where 
people sleep in shifts of eight 
hours, unfortunately exists, 
Often, the Church and the School 
are forced to share the street, 
with the dregs of our white 
socicty that frequent the ‘ade 
jacent houses of prostitution, 
&£ Migrant population, much of 
which is drawn from meager oxe 
istence in the South,lives hero 
attconpting to adjust itsolf to 
the req uirements of a. difficult 
city life, That is Harlom, 


Family life is.centered on the 
street. Youth oxists or livos 
here, becauso there is no space 
at home to play, yet thore is 



















vory littlo moro on tho crowdod 
thoroughfares. Too often, ablo~ 
bodiog nen wile away thoir tino 
in card games on tho sidowalka, 
because opportunitios to work ore 


fow., As a result,tho broadrinrer

Frustratod, yot trying, fonily 
groups do oxist. Paronts do all

Anbition, kindnoss,and sincority 
oftcn triumph and flourish in 
the youth, fighting for a right 
of rocomition. That is the 
side of inriem I recognizo, bode 
cause I ana part of it.
